Abuhatzeira pleads ‘not guilty’

Songs, dances and cries of Am 
YisraeJ Hai (The People of Israel 
Live) greeted Aharon Abuhatzeira 
yesterday, as he left the Jerusalem 
District Court, where minutes 
earlier he had pleaded "not guilty” 
to charges of bribe-taking - 
Abuhatzeira had arrived 15 minutes 
late at the judges' back entrance to 
the district court building in his 
government-issued car. He was 
quickly surrounded by a large 
crowd of local and foreign 
newsmen, on hand to cover the 
first-ever trial of an Israel cabinet 
.minister. - 

Quietly, the Religious Affairs 
Minister-on-leave weaved his way 
between television cameras and 
microphones stationed in the cor- 
ridor leading to the courtroom. 

Entering 'the court chambers, 
Abuhatzeira, looking pale, took his 
place in the second row next to two 
of the three other defendants: his 
aide, Moshe Gabai and Bnei Brak 
Rabbi Amram Korach. Spectators 
jamming the courtroom stared as he 
silently shook hands with the two 
men. 


The fourth defendant, diamond 
merchant Shmuel Daskel, did not 
attend yesterday's proceedings. He 
had received permission from State 
Attorney Gabriel Bach to go abroad 
on the condition .that he return 
within a week. 

The judges — court president 
Asher Landau, Moshe Cohen and 
Eliezer Goldberg — began the ses- 
sion by chiding the defendants for 
the 15 minute delay in starting the 
proceedings. 

Abuhatzeira's defence attorneys. 
Shiomo Toussia-Cohen and Ram 
Caspi, told the court their client 
denied every item in the charge 
sheet except for the first: “That ac- 
cused number one is a minister in 
Israel since 1977 and served in that 
post during the time the events 
described in the charge sheet occur- 
red.” 

in a detached voice, staring 
blankly in the general direction of 
the bench, Abuhatzeira said he con- 
firmed his attorneys' statement. 

The three other defendants' 
lawyers also denied the charges 
against their clients, and asked to 
postpone further proceedings for a 
few weeks to give them time to ex- 


amine the hefty volumes of 
evidence compiled by police in the 
case. Abuhatzeira's attorneys op- 
posed the request and asked for a 
quick trial. 

The court rejected the postpone- 
ment motion and, after consultation 
in their chambers, also turned down 
a request to separate the trial of 
Daskel and Korach from that of 
Abuhatzeira. 

After the hour-long session 
ended, Abuhatzeira and his close 
relatives were caught up in a 
general melee of supporters and 
newsmen. 

"You want to disparage the 
Sephardim.” yelled a group of 
religious women to the newsmen. 
“You are after Sephardi blood.” 

As Abuhatzeira, trying to find a 
side exit to the building, raced down 
corridors, he muttered to the press: 
"Leave me a lone, what more do you 
want from me?”

WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan, in his first sub- 
stantive comments on the Mid- 
dle East since taking office, cal- 
led for a U.S. military ground 
presence in the Middle East and 
an “even-handed" policy 
towards resolving the Arab- 
lsraeii conflict. 

As ir to demonstrate that commit- 
ment. Reagan both praised and 
criticized Israel during an interview 
published yesterday in The New 
York Times and other American 
newspapers. 

Reagan did not say where he 
wanted to station troops in the Mid- 
dle East, and there was no mention 
of the Sinai air bases. 

He did not think that the U.S. 
should station enough troops in the 
region to actually "stop” the Soviet 
Union. "We know we couldn't do 
that,” he said. 

But he was forceful in advancing 
the notion of a ground presence in 
the region. "It's based on the as- 
sumption that the Soviet Union is 
not ready yet to take on that con- 
frontation which could become 
World War III. They would like to 
be able to continue making gains 
without conflict. And I think that a 
presence there indicates that this is 
of interest to our national security. 
And they're going to have to take 
that into' their computations.” 

What he had in mind was a 
presence to demonstrate to the 
Soviets that "if they made a reckless 
move, they would be risking a con- 


frontation with the United States.” 

Reagan reiterated his campaign 
recognition that Israel played an im- 
portant strategic role for U.S, 
national security interests in the 
Middle East. But he also called the 
government’s recent decision to ac- 
celerate settlement construction on 
the West Bank "unnecessarily 
provocative." 

"I believe that, we have. No. 1, a 
moral commitment for the present 
to see that the State of Israel has a 
right to continue living as a nation,” 
he said. "1 believe that, and think 
that we're morally bound to that. 
But beyond that, I think it's also a 
two-way street. 

"I think that Israel and our 
country share the same ideals, a 
democratic approach to things. 
With its combat-ready and even a 
combat-experienced military, Israel 
is a force in the Middle East that ac- 
tually is of benefit to us.” 

The president went on to say that 
"morally the United States should 
do everything it can, in an even-, 
handed manner, to bring peace to 
the Middle East." 

In the past, "even-handed" has 
been seen by Israeli officials as a pe- 
jorative codeword designed to reas- 
sure the Arabs who are always ac- 
cusing the U.S. of tilting in Israel’s 
favour. 

This fear originated in late 1968, 
following Richard Nixon's election, 
when he dispatched former Penn- 
sylvania governor William Scranton 
to the Middle East. Scranton 
returned to Washington promising 
an "even-handed” policy.

U.S. weighs giving Saudis F-15 parts

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
announced yesterday that the 
government will soon launch an ex- 
periment and permit lessees of flats 
on state land to buy their fiats. 

Replying to a morion for the 
agenda by Dov Shilansky (Likud- 
Herut) urging that lessees be given 
that right, Nissim said that the 
government intended to do just 
that. 

In the experimental stage (which 


he aL*o referred to as the initial 
stage), Nissim said that the right to 
■buy would be extended to lessees in 
four neighbourhoods: two in 
Jerusalem, one in Tel Aviv and one 
in Haifa. 

He said the government had two 
objects in taking this step. First, it 
was high time to put an end to the 
"malignant bureaucracy" that these 
lessees had to contend with. 

Secondly, it would enable the 
government to mop up excess 
money from the public. Shilansky

Nissim also announced another 
government plan: to register as les- 
sees the 200,000 or so lessees of flats 
on state land who now “don't have a 
scrap of paper” to prove that they 
are the lessee. He estimated the 
total number of such lessees as 
between 600.000 and 700.000. 

This registration operation would 
be launched within a few days, Nis- 
sim said. The experimental 
purchase offer would begin in about 
a month and would be open for a 
period of two months.

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
Defence Caspar Weinberger yester- 
day said that the Reigan ad-' 
ministration would "sympathetical- 
ly” consider establishing U.S.

Israel denies early talks 
on final Sinai withdrawal

Officials in Jerusalem said last 
night that they were unaware of 
plans for early negotiations with. 
Egypt on next year’s final 
withdrawal from Sinai. 

The officials said that the Egyp- 
tians had sought to begin the talks 
now, but that Israel viewed negotia- 
tions over a final withdrawal, 
scheduled for April 1982, to be 
premature. 

They said that military talks bet- 
ween the two countries have been 
confined to security arrangements 
in the area of Sinai, from which 
Israel has already withdrawn. 

The officials were reacting to a 
statement by Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kama! Hassan Ali that 
talks on a final Israeli withdrawal 
have made a good start. 

Commenting on a report from the 
Egyptian team participating in the 


joint military committee’s latest ses- 
sion, Ali said that there had been 
differences of opinion between the 
two countries. He did not elaborate, 
but stressed the "commitment of 
both sides to implement the treaty 
in full, as far as its military aspect is 
concerned." 

Yesterday, Israel's ambassador to 
Cairo. Eliahu Ben-Elissar. met with 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak. No 
details were released, but they are 
believed to have discussed the 
process of normalizing relations 
between the two countries. 


Ben-Elissar was reported to have 
originally requested the meeting 
with Mubarak to protest against the 
bureaucratic difficulties encoun- 
tered by Israelis who wanted to par- 
ticipate in the current international 
book fair in Cairo (See leader, back 
page).

• Syria’s acquisition of more 
Soviet weapons. These, according 
to Western reports, included some 
200 T-72 tanks, bringing to 350 the 
number of the latest Russian battle 
tanks in Syria's arsenal.

— Tel Aviv, is dragging, 
its feel in closing illegal slaughter 
houses operating in Lhe Carmel 
Market, a high-placed source in.the 
Agriculture Ministry’s veterinarian 
department said yesterdhy. 

.The city has been hesitant iri 
taking drastic steps to close the 
slaughter houses,” he said. “The 
municipality should learn from. 
Jerusalem's example this week of 
shutting down unhygienic slaughter 
facilities.” 

A Tel Aviv municipal spokesman 
said that, the city would be 
implementing closure orders against 
numerous Carmel Market slaughter 
houses within “two -or three' 
months.” 

The spokesman said that the 
slaughter houses, which, deal in 
poultry and mutton, are not “black- 


market establishments.” in that 
“they operate in broad daylight and 
are visile'd by city and Health' 
Ministry inspectors. But, he ad-, 
ded, they would be closed since 
they luck municipal business 
licences and “do not stand up to 
city or Health Ministry standards." 

. The spokesman declined to es- 
timate now many sub-standard 
slaughter houses operate in the city. 
"The municipality has been work- 
ing towards getting these slaughter 
houses into one central and super- 
vised building in the Carmel Market 
area,” he said. “The market 
butchers favour the idea.” 

The veterinary department 
source confirmed that numerous 
meetings have been hefd with the 
city to discuss the project, but said 
no direct action had been taken to 
implement it. 


There is a pressing need to end il- 
legal slaughtering in the city, the 
source said. Of especial concern 
is the substantial drop in the 
number of sheep slaughtered this 
year in legal and supervised 
slaughter houses, which points to an 
increase of mutton being 
slaughtered elsewhere illegally, he 
said. 

“1 would, therefore, not advise the 
public to bay its meat in the Carmel 
Market, but in established stores and 
in supermarkets,’* the source said. 

He, too, would not estimate the 
number of illegal slaughter houses 
presently in operation, but said the 
figure was “much more than 
minimal.”

Aviv magistrate yesterday fined two

The holdings of the Electric Cor- 
poration iu the new coal supply 
company should be reduced in 
order to prevent it from having a : 
decisive voice in planning the com- 
pany policies, the Knesset Finance 
Committee recommended yester- 
day. 

The panel recommended that the 
’ corporation's shares be reduced 
from the originally planned 26 -per 
cent to 24 per cent. The government 
holds the rest of the shares, and this 
'will mean that even on issues that 
call for a 75 per cent majority vote, 
the government will be able to 
. defeat the corporation. The finance 
.committee also approved the 
"government's IS 1 .48 million invest- 
ment in the coal company. 

The reason for the reduction in 
the Electric Corporation’s shares 
: was concern that it would use its 


power to the detriment of other coal 
consumers. MK Ylgal Cdhen-Orgad 
(Likud-La’amj said he had -.seen 
documents which, showed . the cor- 
poration wanted to prevent the im- 
port of competitive coal, prevent 
the institution of a fixed price for 
coal and to keep companies other 
than. th e-corporaium from using the 
company’s coal supply, which will 
be set up hear one or the power sta- 
tions. 

If the Electric Corporation were 
given the power to push through its 
plans, - it would- mean that com- 
panies like Nesher and Israel 
Chemicals would be unable to af- 
ford to buy coal, Orgad said. 

MK;Adi Amoral (Alignment- 
Labour) objected to the setting up. 
of the new coal company, as does 
the rest of the Alignment, and said 
coal should be purchased by the 
Energy Ministry or the Government 
Trade Administration.

Inf 1 press centre to open in Jerusalem

An international press centre will 
open on the two top floors of 
Jerusalem's Beit Agron in June, fol- 
lowing four years of negotiations 
over occupancy of the premises by 
Interior Ministry and police offices. 

Government Press Office direc- 
tor Ze’ev Hefetz said yesterday that 
his office is now negotiating with 
major foreign news agencies and 
correspondents who have expressed 
interest in renting offices in 
Jerusalem, 

The press office officially 


transferred its headquarters from 
Tel Aviv to the capital in 1976. 
However, plans for the press centre 
were thwarted by refusal of the 
ministry and police to move oui un- 
til they found alternate space. The 
prison service, the Interior 
Ministry’s police branch and other 
offices have now found space in 
buildings being vacated by the Bank 
of Israel, leaving a total of 45 rooms 
available on the two top floors of 
Beit Agron. The building is owned 
by the Jerusalem Journalise’ As- 
sociation, which has the right to 
build two more floors to Beit 


Agron. 

Hefetz said that the new centre 
will include a seven-man 
photographic department and a 
bank of telexes for sending news 
stories abroad. 

The press office recently stopped 
providing assistance to visiting jour- 
nalists in Tel Aviv, requiring them 
to get information and help at head- 
quarters in the capital. 

The only obstacle remaining is 
the shortage of parking in the area, 
caused by the construction of an 
underground parking garage . near 
Beit Agron.

.That classic medicine known as 
:“TLC” (“Tender Loving Care”) is 
essential not only for the psy- 
chological but also for the physical 
development of human beings, ac- 
cording to a recent study by two 
Israeli scientists. 

. Body growth and development 
depend on adequate secretiou of- 
the growth hormone — GH — by 
the hypophysis or pituitary body. 
Among the hitherto known causes 
of inadequate secretion are: 
heredity, an accident affecting the 
hypophysis or its exposure to radia- 
tion against a malignant growth. 

At a recent symposium of the 
Israel Society For Growth and 


Development, Professor Zvi Laron, 
society chairman, head Of Beilinson 
Hospital's Endocrine Institute for 
Children and Adolescents and lec- 
turer at Tel Aviv University’s 
Sackler Medical School, pointed to 
another cause: insufficient love and 
attention to the infant. 

Laron’s study, reported by Zvi 
Atzmon in a recent issue of the 
scientific monthly, Moda. was con- 
ducted together with Dr. G Legum, 
head of Rokah Hospital's Genetics 
Institute and also a lecturer at 
Sackler. 

It shows that children starving for 
affection and attention are liable to 
stop growing altogether. However, 
transfer to a “warmer, more en- 
couraging environment" brings “a 


considerable improvement in the 
rate of GH secretion and the growth 
rate." 

If the GH insufficiency is genetic 
or due to an accident, it can be cor- 
rected by injections begun at a 
young age.

Protection for those

Draft legislation to protect civil 
servants who expose comiption was 
approved Monday night by the 
ministerial legislation cohnnittee 
headed by Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim. 

The proposal would permit dvil 
servants to file a complaint with the 
Ombudsman if they believe they are 
being victimized by their superiors 
for exposing instances of corrup- 
tion. 

The Ombudsman would be em- 
powered to overrule dismissals of 
these employees or to grant special 
severance pay.

Soviet immigrants decode Russian doubletalk

Recently arrived Soviet im- 
migrants living in Jerusalem are 
compiling a lexicon, of Russian-, 
language terms with double mean- 
ings used by the Soviet establish- 
ment. The lexicon is for use by the 
Defence and Foreign Ministries. * 

* This project is one of those being 
conducted by the Israel Research 


Institute of Contemporary Society, 
a three-year-old Sovietology in- 
stitute, founded by the Absorption 
Ministry to teach Eastern European 
social science researchers western 
research methods. 

Professor Uya (Eliahu) Zemtsov, 
who settled here five years ago and 
now heads the institute, is preparing 
the lexicon, along with Dr. Helen 
Richter, also a Soviet immigrant. 
The volume, which is reportedly be- 
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ing eagerly awaited by the 
ministries, will contain 300 different 
entries. 

A total of 20 immigrants, in- 
cluding professors and research as- 
sistants, are currently working on 
Sovietology projects in a renovated 
Arab house in Rehov Agan off Jaffa 
Road.' 

Despite high praise from the 
Foreign Ministry and elsewhere 
(the German paper Die Zat wrote 
that Israel is the world's number 
one Sovietology centre, largely due 
to the institute's work), funding is 
severely limited. 

The researchers earn the salaries 
of starting government clerks in- 
stead of professors, according to 
Meir Novtk, a former senior police 
officer who works as a volunteer at 
the institute. The Absorption 
Ministry stops paying salaries after 
the immigrants have been here for 
three years, and there is no money 
for veteran Israeli advisers ana 
counsellors. 

Dr. Henry Speterer, a former 
Bulgarian economist, and Ben -Or 
Gurfei, a colleague from Russia, are 
doing research tor the Ministries of 
Finance and Industry, Trade and 
Tourism, as well as fpr the Bank of 
Israel, on the potential for trade 
with Eastern Europe if diplomatic 
relations are someday reestablished.

Other projects — all of them as yet 
unsponsored by outside agencies — 
include research in the decision- 
making process in the Soviet 
government and unrest among non- 
Soviet minorities in the Soviet 
Union. The institute has also 
produced a 550-page volume called 
The Black Book, along with Yad 
Vashem, that uses material smug- 
gled out of the Soviet Union to 
document the effects of the 
Holocaust on Soviet Jews. 

President Yitzhak Navon gave the 
institute a symbolic IS5.000 dona- 
tion from the president's fund last 
year as seed money for a fund that 
would finance researchers who have 
been in Israel for more than three 
years. Novik says that a principal of 
$200,000 to $300,000 would be 
enough to do it. 

The institute, whose public com- 
mittee is headed by Dov Sattath, 
also produces a monthly journal in 
English called the IRICS Bulletin 
on Sovietology that is widely read 
by the various embassy staffers 
based in Israel, as well as by foreign 
ministries abroad.

The U.S., Brazil, Chile and 
Argentina sent the military 
observers on Monday from their 
embassies in Lima and Quito, the 
Peruvian and Ecuadorean capitals, 
to criss-cross the disputed area in 
the Condor mountain range by 
helicopter. 

Their job was to make sure thaL 
neither army started fighting again 
at three remote outposts which 
Ecuador established on territory 
awarded to Peru in a 1942 treaty 
guaranteed by the four foreign 
powers. 

No fighting has been reported 
since Monday. Peru claimed it had 
captured all three posts, but 
Ecuador said it still held two. Each 
side said it inflicted heavy casualties 
on the other, but so far Ecuador has 
acknowledged only two of its 
soldiers killed while Peru has ad- 
mitted to one. 


Chirac to run for 
French presidency 

PARIS (AP). — Gaullist leader Jac- 
ques Chirac yesterday announced, 
as expected, that he will run for 
president in the French election on 
April 26. 

Chirac, 48, the mayor of Paris, 
enters a crowded field of nearly 50 
candidates in the first round of 
voting to be followed on-May 10 by 
a runoff between the two biggest 
vote-getters. 

President Valery Giscard d'Esia- 
ing is expected to announce his 
decision to seek a second seven- 
year term next month. 

Giscard's chief rival is Socialist 
leader Francois Mitterrand. 

TTie Gaullist vote is likely to be 
split among Chirac, former premier 
Michel Debre and former presiden- 
tial adviser Marie-France Garaud. 
Even if Chirac manages to run 
alone, the polls show him far behind 
Giscard.

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BONN (Reuter). — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt yester- 
day faced a fresh revolt from within 
his Social Democratic Party when 
SPD anti-nuclear rebels voted last 
night for Hamburg to puli out of an 
atomic power station planned for 
nearby Brokdorf. 

Outside the Hamburg meeting, 
anti-nuclear feeling turned violent 
as hundreds of youths among the 
12.000 mostly peaceful 
demonstrators pelted police with 
stones, bottles, fireworks and pav- 
ing stones. 

At least 10 police were injured as 
extremists rampaged through the 
city centre, plundered shops and 
smashed shop and car 'windows. 
Police said they made 48 arrests. 

The Hamburg SPD’s 198-157 vote 
against the power plant is one more 


act of defiance against Schmidt, 
who last Friday reaffirmed the im- 
portance of nuclear power in the 
government’s energy programme 
and spoke in favour of the Brokdorf 
scheme. 

Brokdorf is in the northernmost 1 
state of Schleswig-Holstein, whose 
■Christian Democratic Union 
leaders plan to go ahead with con- 
struction of the 1, 300-megawatt 
reactor whatever the Hamburg 
senate decides. 

In another incident in West Ger- 
many on Monday, saboteurs tried to 
blow up two U.S. army helicopters 
in Hanau. A U.S. army spokesman 
said homemade bombs in the 
helicopters were discovered by their 
pilots on Monday morning and 
defused by army explosive experts, 
minutes before they were to ex- 
plode. (Reuter, UPI) 


ROME (Reuter). — Prime Minister 
Amaldo Forlani said yesterday the 
idea that foreign governments aided 
terrorism in Italy did not appear 
baseless, but there ,was no hard 
evidence. 

Forlani spoke in parliament on 
suggestions tb3t Italian urban guer- 
rillas might have had help from 
communist East European 
countries. 

He said Italian intelligence had 
reports indicating that terrorists 
were aided by agencies of foreign 
governments. 

But he added that the informa- 
tion "is not confirmed in such a way 
as to allow us a judgment of ab- 
solute certainty.” 

Forlani was stepping into a dis- 
pute which erupted after President 
Sandro Pertini hinted that Italian 
urban guerrillas might be receiving 


Soviet help. Moscow has officially 
protested. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig has charged that Moscow is 
aiding international terrorism, 

The Soviet Union has counter- 
charged that the CIA plotted-.the 
murder of former Italian prime 
minister Aldo Mora who was kitt-- 
napped and killed by leftist guerril- 
las in 1978. 

Forlani said be welcomed a re- 
cent Soviet condemnation of ter- 
rorism but added: “We hope that 
this principle will stand in all the 
areas under Soviet influence.” 

In Rome yesterday, a group of 
youths claiming to be members of 
the Red Brigades raided a chinch, 
locked up two priests in a room aul 
then fled after warning they -had 
planted explosives, police reported.

Australia wins cricket cup more rights for SA blacks

SYDNEY (AP). — Australia won 
the World Series cup over New 
Zealand at the Sydney cricket 
ground yesterday night but the vic- 
tory was overshadowed by the 
dominating presence of the winner's 
skipper, Greg Chappell. 

Australia rattled up 218 for the 
loss of only four wickets in reply to 
New Zealand's 215 for eight before 
a record Sydney Limited Over at- 
tendance of 29,171. Australia took 
the series three matches to one and 
collected 535,000 and a gold cup. 
New Zealand received 517,500. 

The tall figure of Chappell — 
named player of the finals — step- 


ped upright on tefthe ground yester- 
day leading the Australians into the 
field and riding out the storm of 
controversy and ill feeling from last 
Sunday's clash when the Australians 
bowled the last ball underarm. 

From the cheering, clapping and 
booing which greeted him at the 
outset, to the roaring applause when 
he reached 50 and the standing ova- 
tion from the members stand when 
his innings ended at 87, the day and 
night belonged to the colossus of 
Australian cricket. 

Chappel's score of 87 gave him a 
tally of 686 runs for the series. 


T^e^Nazis tKrMfen Jews over Hess 


KARLSRUHE, West Germany 
(UPI). — Neo-Nazis are threatening 
to kill two Jews unless S6.9 million 
(IS55 million) is paid by February 14 
into a fund to gain freedom for 
Rudolf Hess, Adolf Hitler's former 
deputy, the West German federal 
prosecutors office said yesterday. 

A spokesman said an organiza- 
tion calling itself the “Rudolf Hess 
Restitution Commando" made the 
demand in letters dated January 30. 

The letters were addressed to the 
governments of the U.S., France, 
Britain, the Soviet Union, West 
Germany, Austria and Italy, the 


spokesman said. 

The organization threatened 
“bloody retaliation” and warned it 
would make an example of two Jews 
by killing them unless its demands 
are met. 

In addition to the money, the 
group demanded that Hess be al- 
lowed to speak immediately with a 
lawyer of his own choice. 

Hess, 86. is serving a life term in 
Spandau Prison in the British sector 
of Berlin. He is the only inmate in 
the war Crimes prison run by the 
U.S., Britain, France and the Soviet 
Union. 


JOHANNESBURG (AP), — Hairy 
Oppenheimer, South Africa’s 
leading industrialist, said revolution 
could come to South Africa in five 
years if substantive changes aren’t 
made to satisfy the black majority.

Holland reviewing

THE HAGUE (Reuter). — The 
Dutch parliament yesterday 
adopted an opposition motion call- 
ing on the government to rescind its 
decision to allow the export of two 
Dutch-built .submarines to Taiwan.

Dries van Agt told parliament the 
cabinet would reconsider and an- 
nounce a decision later.

Soft-tissue issues 


A DOCTOR’S NOTEBOOK/Darid Samson 


MY LAST article about a boy with 
hemophilia mentioned soft-tissue 
injuries, that is, damage to muscles, 
tendons, ligaments and other non- 
bony tissue, -which coVer the body. 

Often die names given to com- 
plaints in this category are rather 
vague, such as lumbago, myalgia, 
fibrositis and so on.- Yet most such., 
conditions usually result from some 
form of trauma, acute -or more 
chronic in nature. Two recent con- 
sultations from my casebook il- 
lustrate the point well. 

Sixteen-year-old Eran Porat is a 
forward with the regional high 
school’s football eleven. The- morn- 
ing after a particularly hectic game, 
he came to me, hobbling mi his right 
leg. He had fallen heavily on the 
foot during a tackle, forcing his- leg 
inwards awkwardly. Overnight 
there was substantial swelling at the 
side of Ms ankle, and now it was dif- 
, f cult for ihfcJimb to bear his weight. 

Examination showed that there 
was almost no pain over the ankle’s 
bony prominences, but a marked 
tenderness and swelling at the ride 
of his foot over the lateral ankle 
ligament, which helps stabilize the 
ankle joint. Not surprising, since 
this ligament would have been 
forced inwards with the foot and 
traumatized at the time of the in- 
jury- '. 

Although I was pretty certain that 
no bones were broken, I couldn’t be 
sure whether all the ligament fibres 
had been severed or not If they 
were, and were left untreated, this 
could lead to permaaerg instability 
of the ankle joint. Therefore a 
special X-ray was in order to detect 
whether there was more laxity than . 
normal al the joint, indicating that, 
the whole ligament had. been rap- 
tured. - . •' 

Fortunately, Otis X-ray was nor- 
mal; presumably . Eran had .only 
sustained an acute ankle strain; par- 
tially damaging the ligament. This 
would heal, spontaneously, given 
reasonable rest and lime. 3 put a 
firm bandage over the ankle, wfrh 
instructions to mobilize the joint 
gradually over the next week or 
two. 1 confidently predicted that 
within three weeks or so. Eras 
would be scoring goals again.

- housewife recently kept particularly 
busy when her aged parents spent a 
month with her at the moshav, con- 
sulted me about a mild but 
nevertheless .nagging pain in her 
right elbow. It became worse when 
riie was using her hand or wrist in 
household chores. 

The pain, Z discovered, was 
definitely localized in a small area at 
the ride of the elbow. By testing the 
muscles of her forearm and wrist, I 
was able to. make a confident 
diagnosis of epicondylitis of the 
elbow, more commonly known as 
tennis elbow- This is believed . to be 
due to a strain in some of the 
forearm muscles at their point of 
origin from the bone at tbe elbow. 
As its name suggests. It sometimes 
occurs after- a tennis match, but 
often enough other vigorous use of 
the hand and wrist is to blame. 

Teams eftjow clears up spon- 
taneously given time, and often the 
discomfort is mild enough to be left 
without any specific treatment. 
With Iris, however I felt it justified 
to give her a small injection of 
steroid accurately into the painful 
spot, to put a rapid end to the 
problem. 

AS BOTH these cases suggest, 
those who arc particularly active 
physically,, either at work or ip 
sport, are perhaps most liable to 
soft-tissue trouble. Although this 
may. be part of such a life- style my 
experience suggests that there is a 
particular period of vulnerability — 
when a new Sport or activity is first 
tried and when it is resumed after a 
seasonal break when the body is not 
yet in condition. 

The lesson in all this seems' to be 
that whenever you ask your body to 
cope with any strenuous or un- 
usually arduous physical exercise, 
take it easy in the beginning. 
Otherwise you might regret it. Dur- 
ing my last summer vacation I 
played, a full round of golf after 
several .years' ..absence .from any 
coarse. The Following morning 1 
awoke to a most painful conclusion, 
that I would have been far.better off 
playing nine holes or less,' instead of 
18. '• •• • 


WHEN Charley Levine and Bobby 
Brown,. of Jerusalem, drove their 
“Israel Caravan” ■ into Savannah! 
New Orleans. San Antonio. Rich- 
mond, Tampa and 16 other small- 
an<f medium-sized southern towns 
in the UJ>. recently, the biggest sur- 
prise among the Jewish com- 
munities was that they hadn't come 
to collect money. 

Such places are well ploughed T>y 
United Jewish Appeal fund-raisers, 
but Israeli speakers — on the topics 
of Israel and Zionism — rarely 
reach spots with Jewish populations 
measured in the hundreds' or thou- 
sands. 

The Israel Caravan project, 
backed by the World Zionist 
Organization’s department of infor- 
mation, noth assistance, from the 
American Zionist Federation and 
other bodies, was modelled on two 
similar “Zionism on tbe Road” ef- 
forts in Europe a few: years ago. 

■The aims, says Levine, a 28-year- 
old former American who works for 
the information department! were 
to raise Zionist consciousness 
among Jews in the area, encourage 
aliya and foster understanding of 
Israel and Zionism among Chris- 
tians. 

THE 35-DAY TRIP, with its 3,500- 
km route, was well planned. Mayors 
were informed beforehand, in a let- 
ter from Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek, that the caravan was on the 
way.. The two vans were equipped 
with audio-visual materials, 
pamphlets, books and a copy of the 
full-length Israeli movie on Enteb- 
be. Local Jewish community 
centres and organizations were in- 
formed, as were the local press. 

“Media coverage of such events 
are for the asking,” says Levine, 
who, like. Brown, is religious and 
lived on potato chips and yoghurt 
much of the time because of kaxhrut 
observance. “All you have to do is 
call up a TV or radio.station in the 
morning, tell them you're there, and 
they say: ‘Can you be over in the 
studio in 10 minutes?” 

Because of such interest, Levine 
and Brown — as well as their young 
Axg en tinian-born technician Daniel 
Zydenberg (appearing before 
Spanish-speaking audiences) — 
reached a media audience they es- 
timate at 6.7 million. They appeared 
on 23 separate TV spots, a cable 
television interview show, and 
spoke to countless local newsmen.

FOR ZIONISM

warmth for Israel and the Jewish 
people among the non-Jewish com- 
munity in the South, which, in the 
Reagan era, is conservative, home- 
oriented and Bible-loving 

They were unofficially joined 
during their treks through Georgia 
and Texas by Reverend Jay Rawl- 
ings, a Christian activist living in 
Jerusalem, who made such pro- 
Israel, anti-PLO and anti- 
Palestinian declarations before his. 
audiences that the two emissaries 
almost felt embarrassed by his fer- 
vour. 

A frequent question from Chrisr 
tian audiences was, “When are you 
Jews going to build the Third 'fern- 
pie instead of that mosque?” 

“You have nothing to lose and 
much to gain by referring to the Bi- 
ble as the Jewish People's providen- 
tial deed to Eretz Yisrael,” say 
Levine and Brown. “Of course, one 
must bolster this argument with the 
fuO set of other arguments and 
facts. But to ignore or underplay 
this line of persuasion is to ignore 
one of the strongest cards in our 
hasbara desk.” 

Their listeners, they assert with 
absolute conviction, weren't in- 
terested much in the settlements is- 


sue, or even in tbe Begin govern- 
ment. There was only a small 
amount of Arab heckling in the uni- 
versities they visited, but they were 
surprised by what, they interpreted 
as the extremely tame and un- 
sophisticated level of PLO 
propaganda and advocates. 

“They just didn’t have good argu- 
ments, and they didn't impress 
anybody,” says Brown. “On some 
campuses, half of the propaganda 
booklets were printed in Arabic!” 

THE MAYORS were very 
enthusiastic, and not one greeted 
the Israelis with anything less than 
keys to the city or pro-Israel 
proclamations. 

The lady mayor of Austin, Texas, 
hearing that Brown lives in a “set- 
tlement near Jerusalem called 
Tekoa,” hugged him and offered to 
sign a twin-cities* agreement 
between her city and Brown's 
Home. “Little did she kjow that 
there are about as many people liv- 
ing in Tekoa as people working in 
her city hall.” 

Lack of time persuaded the two 
to cancel an appearance in Daytona 
Beach, Florida. When Levine in- 
formed the mayor, he was begged to 


go on as scheduled. The mayor 
opened city ball on Sunday, es- 
pecially in their honour, and 100 
people were outside waiting for 
them. 

Brown and Levine found Jews in 
these southern states were as 
enthusiastic as the anti-Moslem, 
fundamentalist Christians they en- 
countered. And the message of aliya 
was also well received. 

“They heaved a sigh of relief 
when they found that we hadn't 
come to raise money," says Brown, 
who claims to have met 5,000 Jews 
face to face during the trip. 

THE FACT that Levine and Brown 
are both fonner American im- 
migrants left a strong impression, 
say the two emissaries. “We weren't 
viewed as foreigners, but as people 
who had fulfilled a pioneering 
dream.’' Levine recalls. 

They were surprised by the 
healthy number of aliya groups and 
new religious day schools in these 
towns. 

(In New Orleans, they met a 55- 
year-old man who said he was in- 
terested in aliya, and who, despite 
his middle age, asserted that he 
wouldn't have any trouble getting 


work in Israel. Curious, they asked 
what his profession was. “I design 
weapons systems for the U.S, Ar- 
my,” he replied nonchalantly. 

In their aliya pitch, they constant- 
ly stressed the idea, especially : m 
meetings with parents, that Israel is 
a good, safe, democratic Jewish 
country; a place where children can 
be raised in a beneficial environ- 
ment and where they are less 
susceptible to the scourge of drugs, 
assimilation or crime. 

“We told them that Israel is the 
country of Jewish future,” ^ -says 
Levine, and very few people argued 
with that statement 

They also came armed with local 
aliya success stories, telling Jews 
how immigrants from their area 
were faring in Israel. 

LEVINE AND BROWN, con- 
cluded, in a report to be presented 
to their superiors in Jerusalem, that 
such caravans are important in 
reaching both the Jewish and Chris- 
tian communities in America; *• 

Despite emotional support 1 for 
Israel, there is “much ignorance- of 
the central issues,” and a’ fertile 
field for any qualified Israeli 
speakers who concentrate on infor- 
mation and aliya, instead of fund- 
raising. ’ ’ / 

The emissaries must be former 
American immigrants, so they know 
how to talk to their audience and 
can radiate ideals and an aura, of 
pioneering. 

Small- and medium-sized Jewish 
communities are a fertile field for 
aliya, they continue. A caravan-type 
approach can stir interest and raise 
consciousness, but it must be- fol- 
lowed up by consular officials and 
aliya emissaries who can harvest the 
results of the seeds thus planted. 

The emissaries also urged that a 
special audio-visual media program- 
me be prepared specially for Jewish 
children. They also found thatthe 
British accents often used in Israeli 
English-language films "and 
propaganda materials are jarring or 
incomprehensible to the ears ‘ of 
many American Jews, especially in 
the South. 1 

Now that the technical equip- 
ment has been purchased, similar 
caravans can be launched at the 
cost of about $18,000 to $20,006 for 
a six-week trip, says Levine. 
Another one is already being plan- 
ned by the WZO for western 
Canada and southern California 
later this year. Part of the funding 
will be provided by American 
Jewish organizations.

top international fashion houses. 

'6 b* for people who aren’t rubbing 
shoulders with couture on a regular basis, 
securing a ticket for the gala opening of Israel 
Fashion Week is quite a coup. No one seems 
to: b e able to understand that just so many 
chair* and no more can fit into the Tel Aviv 
H-jtofl’s Grand Ballroom, and year after year 
people crowd in like sardines ilo see how . 
fabric has been translated into" he*F styles and ! 
colours.’ 1 

The situation was no different this year, and 
because the seats were unnumbered there 
was, - as always, a mad scramble to find a 
place >’ith the best view of the runway. Israel 
Efport institute staff were frantically trying to 
sswe -a spot for Gideon Patt, Minister of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism, but seat seekers 
were.so eager to plump themselves down in a 
secure spot, .that they ignored the fact that 
members of the government are traditionally 
entitled to a place of honour. 

Somehow the IEI ushers also managed to 
find room in the front row for Patt’s 
predecessor in office Yigael Hurvitz, but not 
fcn2 top ranking IEI personnel such as director 
general Rami Gult and Yael Matelon, head of 
the consumer goods division, who ended up in 


the second row. 

The superbly choreographed production 
was sponsored by Nino, a German-based in- 
ternational concern which is one of the 
largest suppliers of textiles to .Israel’s fashion 
industry. Nino’s export director, Dr. Kurt 
Kase, was so delighted with the presentation 
of the show that he is seriously considering 
taking it lock, stock and barrel to Germany. 
“You Israelis certainly know how to put your 
message across," he said later. 

While most of the throng milling in the 
hotel lobby expressed positive reactions in 
general, some conservative Israelis who are 
• not up to date on fashion innovations, were 
negatively disposed to exaggerated concepts 
such as Niba’s contemporary' crinoline. “That 

•..was some Purim spiel,” said a local viewer. 

* 5 P But the yisitbrsfrom abroad were quite ob- 
viously impressed and remarks such as 
“super," “marvellous” “terrific,” were 
reiterated across the foyer. One British buyer 
said that what he liked most was the fact that 
there was no MC. “I hate commentary during 
a fashion show," he stated, “I like to look at 
what’s going on and decide for myself 
whether or not I like it. I don’t need a com- 
pere to tell me how lovely the garment is.” 

Ero’s fake furs drew a round of applause. 
Ero partner and designer Gisella Hoffman 
was inspired towards fakery during a visit to 
New York. She and a friend went to an ex- 
clusive restaurant. Both were wearing fur 
coats, which they wanted to check in at the 
cloakroom. The checker accepted Mrs. 
Hoffman’s coat, but refused that of her 
friend, which was a weird twist of irony, since 


Mrs. Hoffman was wearing the genuine arti- 
cle and her friend a luxurious fake. 

Hilton waitresses who managed to get a 
peak at the show were exuberant. At 
breakfast on Tuesday morning, one was 
overheard excitedly telling another that she 
had bought skirts in London seven years ago 
which had been gathering dust in her closet, 
but now she could take them out because they 
were back in fashion. 

She may have brought hers here from 
England, but the Israeli collections are going 
in the opposite direction, with showings 
scheduled in London and Dusseldorf within 
the next month. 

What was very clever in the opening night 
show was the manner in which trade marks 
were advertised. Models-carried white suit- 
cases with" names of firms emblazed in black. 
Each suitcase^ as just the right size to contain' 
the samples from each group shown on stage. 

Mini fashion shows were held in several 
showrooms throughout the day yesterday and 
will continue today and tomorrow. 

Maquette set the ball rolling with a display 
of lively leather wear. Maquette is Israel’s 
leading leather exporter these days, to the 
tune of $6m. Founded by the Kaletzky family 
in 1967, Maquette’s business had boomed 
from a first year export of S 100,000 to a multi- 
million dollar enterprise. Maquette was out- 
bid by the Polgat group for the acquisition of 
Beged Or, and it will be interesting to see 
which of the two leather manufacturing firms 
is going to be in the lead this time next year. 

FORMER Miss Universe Rina Mor, who did 


a lot of modelling during and after her year- 
long reign, has given up the model game en- 
tirely, but hasn’t retired from the fashion 
scene. Inter alia, she’s doing public relations 
work for Lodzia. 

CONTRARY to expectations, Beged Or’s 
Guy Fulop has elected to remain in Israel, 
and will soon be opening a business of his 
own. Papa Leslie is currently in Milan where 
• he is running a leather fashion operation and 
is expected back in Israel within the next six 
months. 

ISRAELI fashion is attracting interest from 
all over. Fashion writers who flew into te! 
Aviv to see what’s being done here came from 
Germany, England. Holland, Italy, the U.S;,

PRE-FASHION Week pessimism evaporated 
on Monday afternoon as buyers started 
making their presence felt. Manufacturers 
had anticipated telling jokes to each other 
along the corridors in an attempt to boost low 
spirits, but most of them spent more time in- 
side their showrooms talking to buyers, who 
appeared to be responding favourably. 

ON SUNDAY afternoon, the lobby of the Tel 
Aviv Hilton looked like a giant warehouse as 
racks of apparel began moving in. One of the 
Hilton’s private dining rooms had been con- 
verted into a private dressing room to house 
the highlights of collections by Scharfs Furs, 
Bagir, Jerulin, Carnit, Terra, Barbour, Ben- 
net, Shekel.

Tami literally let 
her hair down, spent most of the time giggling 
and conveyed a completely different image to 
that of the aloof lady seen in photographs and 
on runways. . 

Models fortified themselves during rehear- 
sals with cheese sandwiches and potato crisps. 
The Tel Aviv Hilton ballroom resembled a 
community centre, with kibbitzers including 
spouses, lovers, children and pet dogs. 
"When they wfcretft'on stage, the models 
relieved their boredBtn by 'playing cards.

HE MOVES with a lithe, panther- 
like grace, and suddenly his bendy 
lurches forward as if the upper part 
of his torso has been released from a 
coiled spring. He pauses momen- 
tarily. and then his whole body 
begins to gyrate to an inner 
rhythm.. .not the sound of distant 
drums but the pulse beat of tomor- 
row. 

This is Sadi Sarfati — showing 
people how to express emotion, 
convey an impression, suggest a 
nuance through movement. 

It is two days before the grand 
opening of the 23rd Israel Fashion 
Week. Sarfati is producing and 
choreographing the gala fashion 
show — an extravaganza with 
highlights from 26 collections runn- 
ing the full gamut from fur coasts to 
blue jeans. 

He has only 48 hours in which to 
put together a production which to 
meet his standards of profes- 
sionalism. demands six months of 
rehearsals. He is working with 26 
female and six male models, none of 
whom is a professional dancer, few 
of whom would consider themselves 
even passable actors. 

In a show business career which 
spans 28 years, this is only his se- 
cond venture into fashion. His first 
was two years ago, and . at the time, 
he thought it was his last. 

But he had acquitted himself 
well, and he was invited to come 


Rhythm hut no blues 

Choreographer, fashion show and stage director Sadi 
Sarfati is constantly reaching for something new to pit 
his talents against. He talked to Danit Landau this week. 


back for an encore. 

The concept was simultaneously 
challenging and frightening. With so 
varied a showing, he had to find a 
binding thread. ..a theme which 
would be a perfect setting for every 
group. 

Sarfati usually confronts his chal- 
lenges alone, but this time he sits 
down with his friend Shlomo Nitzan 
and they start thrashing around 
id.eas. Sarfati has already come to 
the conclusion that he can't rely on 
abstracts. He needs a real place, but 
not a coffee house, “because that's . 
already too real." 

Nitzan suggests a ship. It’s worth 
considering, but it's not quite what 
Sarfati has in mind. But the travel 
association is somewhere on the 
right track, which brings both of 
them to a word association... track... 
train... railway station. Sarfati has 
his theme. “I didn’t need a real sta- 
tion. AU I needed was the symbol of 
the departure gates and the rhythm 



of the train and the poignancy of the 
location. Ail the dramas in the 
world start and finish at railway 


stations... and I couldn't resist in- 
troducing a touch of drama into the 
show.” 

Drama has been central to S af- 
fairs life since he was 12. He 
entered the Cameri theatre as a 
child actor in adult plays. “The 
Cameri was my home in every 
respect," he says. “It was the school 
in which I learned to act, and it was 
where I. spent all the years of my 
adolescence.” 

It was natural, when the time 
came, for Sarfati to join an "army 
entertainment unit, but as soon .as 
he was back in civvy street, he 
returned to the cocoon of the 
Cameri. “I wasn’t a great success,'’ 
he recalls ruefully. “I played all the 
dull, uninteresting fill-in roles, but I 
never got a real character part, even 
though I look over leads from peo- 
ple like Oded Kotier and Arik Lavi. 
I always looked too young. When I 
was in my late twenties, people 
thought I was 16.” 


Today, aged ’40 be doesn’t look 
much over 25. But Sarfati isn't 
fooled by the image in his mirror. 
He’s too well aware of what's writ- 
ten in his birth certificate, and he 
has an almost morbid fear of 
becoming redundant. 

“1 grew up with people who were 
big names in the entertainment 
world,” he. reminisces, “but today 
they’re nowhere. No one "hears 
about them. No one sees them. I'm 
scared that’s going to happen to me. 
Everywhere you look around, you 
see dynamic young people. I put too 
much of myself into a production. I 
just don’t know how much more 
I’ve got to give.” ' 

When b.9 was 26, Sarfati realized 
he had reached his peak at the 
Cameri. “I had potential, but t hat 
was all I had. I wasn’t going to get 
any better roles, because the way I 
looked, I just didn’t fit into them. I 
couldn’t see it then, but now, as a 
producer, I find it very easy to un- 
derstand." 

He switched to something com- 
pletely alien to him — revue. He 
spent some time in Germany, ap- 
pearing on television, and did 
remarkably well considering that he 
had never formally studied dance. 
As a serious actor, heM alwayshad 
a snob attitude to the lighter side oF 
theatre, “but I, did it for the 
money.”- .

Later, the money was secondary 
to the challenge. Back in Israel, Sar- 
fati began spreading himself out as a ■ 
director — television, stage shows, ' 
song festlvais.^ncver looking for _ 
permanence... always reaching out 
for something new, something de- 
ferent., .running from one media to \ 
another. ..spewing out his heart and 
soul. ..and discovering, that like v 
Blood corpuscles, they regenerated - r . 
themselves. 

He was busy putting on the 
Children’s Song Festival, when Yael 
Matalon, director of the Consumer ’ 
Goods Division of the Israel Export 
Institute, came along with her 
grandchildren, and cajoled him into 
another fashion production. 

“I had to do a hell of a lot of 
homework. I read up so much about 
fashion, that without meaning . to 
sound immodest, I really believe 
that I could design a collection.” 

What of the future... what does be 
want for himself? “I want something : 
permanent and secure,'* he says - 
spontaneously. “I'm tired of being a . : 
freelancer. I've never had to look 
for yvork — it comes looking for - 
mc_.but there has to be an end to 
everything, and I don’t know how. 
long my luck will last. When I work , 
for television. I’m not really a 
director in my own right... I'm part, 
of a production crew. What I want 
most right now, is a full-time job as a ' 
television director.”

Now she has honey 
highlighted it a Titian red and cut it 

' slightly shorter. . 

Sharona has the glamorous sleek, 
haughty good looks .that, serve her 
-well as a photo and show model. 
-She also works as a bouse model for 
Gottex.-. 

In her late twenties Sharona goes 
twice a year to a cosmetician for a 
complete skin facial and massage. 
She hardly uses foundation. 

“Just to hide shadows, if I’ve had 
a late night. I do use powder for 
photography, though, it gives a nice 
.matte look... But when I’m not 
working, and staying at home I 
. never wear the stuff. 

“Of course, . one does use dif- 
ferent creams 'when working here, 
or. in Europe. In a cold climate, I 
use much more' moisturizer oh my 
skin, as it tends to get dry. In 
England, though, I find that with the 
rainy climate my skin goes like rose 
petals, so sometimes T wish I could 
live in London all the time. 
However I’m an Israeli and I look 
good with a tan, but l Lake the sun in 
small doses, because otherwise the 
after effects are disastrous and 1 
don’t want leather skin." 

Sharona enjoys playing with 
make up. “It's like painting, the 
face is an empty canvas that you can 


make look beautiful in different 
ways. When I'm working I use a lot 
of eye makeup, but in private life — 
as 1 have sensitive eyes — 1 use only 
lipstick and blusher, otherwise I'd 
look absolutely yellow.” 

Sharona uses “II Mukiage" eye 
colours. “They have a good range of 
shades like a paint box. I apply 
blusher with a big sable brush.” 

Diets to Sharona are detestable 
but necessary. “As I'm a good food 
lover, muddling means not eating 
regular meals, because one is always 
on the run from the showroom, to a 
photo session and then in the 
evening to a stage show. One needs 
three meals u day to keep u healthy, 
balanced diet. I'm a pig, though, 
and 1 love noshing chocolate and 
"junk food. 

“1 have periods when I’m careful 
about what I eat and other times I 
go on food orgies.

• HANITA ZENTNER is one of 
Israel's most experienced models, 
has a daughter of 1 8 and is herself in 
her mid-thirties. Since she bobbed 
her hair & la Veronica Lake and lost 
at least 10 kilos, Hanita looks 18 
herself. She is married to the owner 
of “Aled” and writes a fashion 
column in Ha'olam Haze. 

Hanita has an . exceptionally 
beautiful face with flawless skin 
without makeup. . 

“I believe in keeping my skin plan 
routine very simple. I clean my face 
morning and night with a milk, 
toner and moisturizer. It takes me 
exactly three minutes. 

“I use very little foundation. 
When 1 was younger, I used much 
more foundation all over my face. 
Now I just apply with the tip of the 
finger to tired circles at the inner 
corner under my eyes.” 

For her eyes, Hanita uses a strong 
grey shadow with mascara on the 
outer lashes to make them look 
longer. "And I put a blue kohl pen- 
cil inside the rim of the lower lid 
and gold shine under the brow • 
bone. For fashion shows, I add gold 
glitter powder.” . 

For lips and nails, Hanita wears 
on stage bright red, and in private a 
dark brown or sometimes none at 
all. . 

“I need blusher as I have an olive 
complexion, so I wear a reddish- 
brown shade." 

Hanita’s hair was long and black 
until a month ago, when she sud- 


denly decided to cut iL and colour it 
chestnut brown. 

“I always wore it in a bun. then I 
wanted u lift so I cut it. I changed 
the colour because us one grows 
older even natural black looks harsh 
near the face, but I guess i'll let it 
grow buck to its natural colour 
again. 

Hanita diets if she is heavy, but 
her general routine is a big 
breakfast, light lunch and. no 
evening meal. 

“I look after my body. I go to Bat 
Dor's Gym exercises classes Lwice a 
week. At home I have my bike near 
the bed and I cycle when I have the 
time. 

• AVIV YORK who has worked 
with Ournan. Beged Or. Bagir, is 
one of Israel's male models, of 
whom there are very few. 

Aviv has hud a lot of experience 
us u model. He worked for six years 
in Holland and also was a steward 
for KLM and a Chanel makeup ar- 
tist. 

Buck in Israel one year, Aviv has 
been swamped with photo adver- 
tising and fashion show’ work. He 
finds it interesting and also has 
plans to publish a quarterly fashion 
magazine in the future, in Holland 
he worked for Adidas, doing their 
European touring show where he 
gained experience. . 

He is also going to lecture at a 
model school for men who want to 
enter the fashion industry. 

“I find for a male model, beauty 
is not important, just being 
photogenic,” he says. 

Aviv uses mostly Revlon products 
for his face. “I use_a foaming. soap, 
cleanser and moisturizer aftcr-eyery- 
washing. I think every man should 
do this as it keeps the skin soft, and 
slops chapping in the winter." 

Aviv, like our female models, 
believes sleep is important to 
preserving one's looks. 

“My skin is quite easy to look af- 
ter, it's oily, but I have a hard beard 
and I can't shave more than once a 
day. So if I do a photo session in the 
morning 1 shave and for the fashion 
show at night I apply theatrical pan- 
cake to hide the stubble. It works 
out quite successfully.” 

Aviv doesn't use any eye makeup. 
He washes his hair twice a week but 
doesn't bother with conditioners. 
He's fussy about his food. 

“I don't eat fried food, only fresh 
or boiled. 1 only eat grilled meal, 
but the main food I enjoy is fresh 
vegetables with cottage cheese. 

“In the morning, one should 
drink fresh juice as it cleans the 
system. Plain water is also good." 

“It's quite difficult being a male 
model in Israel, but you can suc- 
ceed if you have the guts." 


Glitter and glamour, ethnic! tw and romance, bright colours and varied 
textnres~desicner Oded Gera gave oar Knitwear industry designers a 
rundown on latest trends abroad* Greer Fay C ashen an listened In. 



KNITWEAR is this year's fashion 
success stoxy. Part of the credit 
must go to Oded Gera, who some 
weeks prior to Fashion Week, gave 
our ^knitwear designers a guideline 
to what’s going on m the field ' 
overseas. 

Gera, who. was just back' from 
viewing the top-ranking fashion 
shows in London, Paris, Milan and 
New York, brought with him a sttm- ; 
ning collection of colour slides. He 
volunteered, his .services, to the 
FashionCentre'althe Israel Export 
Institute; with the. result that lhe 
knitwear designers Were invited to a 
lecture by Gera. . . \ 

Gera prefaced his observations 
with a plea to pool resources. He - 
was not suggesting that the industry 
operate as a single- unit. What he 
wanted was for designers to swap 
ideas with each other with the ob- 
ject of creating an tdenlifiably 
Israeli look. “We must begin to 
produce original pork., grid stop 
copying (from magazines) what 
other people have done," he- dated. 
“It is not enough to take someone 
clse's idea and .merely change the. 
colours. We have a national obliga- 
tion to be belter.” 

To illustrate 'what Israel is up 
against, Gera produced, a multi- 
coloured sweater, which looked as 
if it had been hand-knitted in 8-ply 
wool. . 

It was in fact machine knitted, 
and the yarn was: 100 per cent- 
Acriiun. Gera had purchased it in 
New York for SIX arid estimated, 
that the wholesale price was around 
S5. The garment was manufactured 
in Korea, a country now 
' specialising in producing expensive 
looking items for ncxt-to-nolliing. ■_

headway with computerised elec- 
tronic knitting machines which can 
be programmed for a magnificent 
variety of jacquards and hand-craA 
effects. Although there are some 
computerised machines in Israel, 
none of them are as sophisticated as 
-those in Japan. 

Gera urged his colleagues to 
become more innovative, so that 
even if they could not compete 
price-wise with the Far East, they 
could compete in quality and 
originality. 

He sud that fashion is no longer 
dominated by European influences! 
America is taking over, and Euro- 
pean designers are quickly catering 
to American tastes. 

Up till now. Israel, whose largest 
fashion export markets arc in 
Europe, has been producing 
knitwear designed to appeal to 
Europeans. In the future. Israeli 
designers will have to reorientate 
their thinking because Europeans 
are going for the American look. 

And what are the Americans 
going Tor? Bright colours, varying 
textures, voluminous shapes, busy 
jacquards, glitter and glamour, 
ethnicity and romance. 

The Mayflower and Victorians 
are the main points of inspiration 
for romantic knits. Folklore themes 
are taken from Scundinavia. the 
British Isles, Greece, Peru and the 
American Indians. 

Gera is somewhat wary of the 
folk-lore revival — because like so 
many other good things, it cun be 
overdone. His advice to those in- 
clined towards the inclusion or 
ethnic in their own collections, was 
to look closer to home for traditions 
which could be'transluted into high 
fashion.

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Draft to reduce tax relief on inventory 

Anger at ‘first retroactive 
tax law in the western world’ 


By MACABEE DEAN 
TEL AVIV. — The Manufacturers 
Association is mounting a campaign 
to. convince Knesset members “not 
-lb ;pass the first retroactive lax law 
In’ the western world.” Arnon 
Tj&p'rg. deputy director-general of 
the association told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. He was referring to 
.impending legislation to reduce in- 
ventory tax relief from 50 per cent 
now to 25 per cent for the current 
Tjscal year. 

f*If this law is passed, it may be 
paving the way for other auch laws, 
and tneir effect will not only be 
detrimental to the industrialists, 
who are particularly affected by it, 
but h will hurt everybody in the 
country." 

Tiberg noted that the proposed 
jamendraents- to the Income Tax 
i*Lw — 1980, which were published 
io-.. Reshumot (the government 
gazette) on December 31, 1980, 
contain in paragraph 8 an amend- 
jj?qni which has far-reaching effects 
on the industrialists, since it radical- 
ly, changes the former paragraph 5A 
■ ip -the existing income tax law. 


Paragraph 5A gave the in- 
dustrialists considerable income tax 
relief on the increased value of their 
inventory when such increases were 
due to inflation. This tax relief 
reached a peak of 50 per cent in cer- 
tain cases. 

The proposed amendment now 
' reduces this tax relief to 25 per cent. 

“The strange thing is that this 
law, even if passed today, will be 
retroactive for all those firms whose 
fiscal year ends on December 31 of 
each year. Most of these firms have 
already drawn up their balance 
sheets and profit -and- loss state- 
ments. 

"Moreover, many of them have 
already paid out dividends or an- 
nounced such dividends. The 
amendment, if passed, will mean 
that all these financial statements 
willjiave to be drawn up again.” he 
said. 

Tiberg stressed that the matter 
had a national importance far 
beyond the damage to the in- 
dustrialists."for it could well pave 
the way for additional such laws in 
other sectors."

Rassco won’t be liquidated if $

JEL AVIV. — Early yesterday 
morning crowds were already 
gathered in the passageway of the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange building 
on Aiienby Road. It was an ominous 
sign of things to come. The opening 
of the exchange was delayed and 
trading only began at 2 p.m. 
because of the flood of orders to sell 
received by banks and brokers. The 
work of processing the orders was 
overwhelming and the banks 
reported that they would not be 
ready in time for the regular open- 
ing. 

By the time trading began the 
worst fears were coming true, as 
massive sell orders continued to 
play havoc with prices. Scores of 
shares could not oe traded at all, 
since there were just no buyers. 
Other shares fell by margins that in 
many instances reached 15-25 per 
cent. 

Nathan Shilo, deputy general 
manager of the stock exchange, 
noted that when trading resumes to- 
day there could be a continuation of 
the three-day-old down-trend, since 
investors are frustrated by the many 
“sellers only” situations and

therefore renew their sell orders 
from day to day. 

There were isolated instances of 
cautious optimism, as some analysts 
suggested that by Thursday prices 
should be at such an attractive low 
level that a careful commitment of 
fresh funds could work out well 
over the medium term. 

Sharply falling stock prices are no 
occasion for humour. .Wags 
nevertheless suggested that Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor’s advice 
“not buy today but tomorrow 
because prices will be lower," was 
not really intended for buyers of 
refrigerators or colour TV sets, but 
for the investment community. 

Perhaps mindful of threats to of- 
ficials of the stock exchange during 
the sharp market break of 
December 1977, the management 
yesterday closed the iron gratings at 
the entrance to the exchange, barr- 
ing admission to unauthorized 
persons. 

Those looking for an explanation 
of the sharp drops in the price of 
index-linked bonds could cite the 


inordinately large sales of blonds by 
mutual fund managers. The funds 
seem to prefer selling index-linked 
bonds, rather than shares, in the 
wake of redemptions of mutual fund 
units.

‘Unscrambling’ the facts 
about the egg shortage 


By YITZHAK OKED 
Jerusalem Post Reporter • 
TEL AVIV. — There seems to be 
some “scrambling" in the local egg 
market. According to Yehuda 
Saadi, the chairman of the 
Histudrufs Agricultural Centre,, 
there is no longer a shortage of eggs, 
and there are already the first signs 
of surpluses. 

On the other hand, Ya’acov 
Doron. the managing director of the 
Poultry Marketing Board, said 
yesterday that there is stQl a shor- 
tage. He is importing about two mil- 
lion eggs a week from Germany, 
and -they are all being bought up. “I 
don't -have one single egg in cold 
storage. 1 must build up a reserve of 
at least 20 million eggs in storage 
over the next seven weeks, sothat I 
won't . be caught short towards the 
Passover season," he; added. 

Poron said he will continue to 
import about two million eggs a 
week until local chickens produce 
enough for local consumption, plus 
a small margin for emergencies. 

Doron also pointed out that the. 
amounts being imported are quite 
insignificant, since Israelis consume 
100 million eggs a month. 

Sa’adi, on the other hand, claims 
that the Ministry of Agriculture and 
the Poultry Marketing Board coo-. 


linue io import eggs simply because 
they have signed agreements and 
cannot back out of them. These im- 
ports will compete with the local in- 
dustry and artificially Increase the 
surplus, he said. 

Doron, however, said that the 
main cause for the present shortage 
of eggs is that chickens lay fewer 
eggs during the winter. But he did 
not rule out the fact that some 
farmers had stopped raising 
_ chickens because of the poor 
economic situation. 

Doron added that he had 7.500 
tons of Frozen chickens in cold 
storage, because people were not 
. buying chickens. This was because 
imported frozen beef was subsidized 
by the government. Even after this 
week’s decision by Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor to raise the 
price of imported beef by 10 per 
cent, it was still subsidized by the 
government by 18 per cent, he said. 

For (he poultry industry to puli 
itself out or the doldrums, the 
government must pay farmers a 
realistic price for their chickens and 
their- eggs, Doron said. The govern- 
ment always drags its feet about 
raising prices. After it agrees. to 
raise prices, it takes some time till it 
pays farmers their subsidies, causing 
them to lose money, Doron 
charged. 


Thing s far from rosy for 
hard-pressed rose growers 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — This may be the last 
year that Israel exports roses, unless 
something is done to compensate 
farmers for the steep increases in 
the price of the fuel they use to 
warm their hothouses. “ 

Menahem Rinitz, the managing 
director of the Flower Marketing 
Board, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that rose growers were 
receiving about the same price for 
their flowers as last year. In the 
meantime there had been an infla- 
tion in European currencies and the 
price of transportation and all other 


overheads had increased both here 
and abroad. Even before this week’s 
decision to raise the price of fuel, 
the rose growers were hardly able to 
keep their heads above water. 
“Now they are starting to lose 
money,” he said. 

Rinitz warned that unless the 
farmers are compensated, not many 
will agree to raise roses next year. 

The situation is much better con- 
cerning other flowers, mainly carna- 
tions. Flower growers anticipate 
good sales during the coming two 
weeks towards St Valentine's Day, 
which is a peak sales period. 


Dr. Katz demands further reform 
in linkage of welfare payments

In August the government 
decided to update social and dis- 
ablement benefits, alimony and 
other welfare support every time 
the price index-rises more than 5 per 
cent above the level at which the 
last updating has been made. This is 
in addition to the linkage or these 
benefits to the average wage level. 

. But the government in August 
imposed two limitations. The up- ‘ 


dating would not be made in months 
when the payments were increased 
anyway because of the rise in the 
average wage. Also, extra compen- 
sation for unusually large price rises 
on basic commodities initiated by 
the government would no longer be 
paid. 

Katz has produced figures show- 
ing that these two limitations have 
eroded the value of the benefits by 8 

B er cent in the three months from 
lovember to January. He has asked 
the government to cancel the limita- 
tions. 

“These benefits are designed to 
reach (he neediest section of the 
population and even without the 
limitations they would Jag behind 
the rate of inflation,” he claimed.

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Abetting terrorism 

ALL'S WELL that ends well. This, we should hope, is the ap- 
propriate comment to be made on the incident involving the Israeli 
exhibit at Cairo's international book fair, especially now that Am- 
bassador Eliahu Ben-Elissar and Vice-President Hosni Mubarak can- 
vassed it at their meeting yesterday. 

Much of the credit for the more-or-less happy resolution of this 
most unhappv affair goes to President Sadat personally^ and to those 
elements within the Egyptian regime that take his policy of peace- 
and-normalization with Israel seriously. But credit also goes to the 
Israeli book publishers who stood their ground, refused to ignore 
slights and bow to intimidation, and made every- efTort to ensure that 
their country be treated as an equal and no longer as a pariah m an 
Egypt with which it is at peace. 

The publishers, it is a pleasure to report, were not daunted by the 
subversive tactics of conniving Egyptian bureaucrats who compoun- 
ded their unsuccessful attempt to keep Israel out of the fair 
altogether, by deliberately placing Israel's exhibit right next to that of 
“Palestine." The same group of officials allowed the PLO booth to 
become a rallying point for an assortment of native communists and 
Khomeinists who kept pestering the Israeli exhibitors and their 
guests, and defiantly hoisted the PLO banner. 

It was only when the Israelis flew the blue-and-white flag over their 
own pavillion by way of reprisal, that those officials suddenly woke 
. up to the “irregularity" of it all. 

It was at that point that the Israeli exhibit was transferred to 
another, more favoured — though still signless — location at the cen- 
tral show room, where originally space had somehow been lacking. 
But even there it was only the last minute action by the Egyptian 
security forces that prevented a large pro-PLO throng from setting 
• upon the handful of Israelis. From then on, however, it was fairly 
clear sailing, and hundreds of Israeli books in Hebrew, Arabic and 

- English started to be snapped up by avid crowds of Cairene visitors, 
taking advantage of special permission granted to the Israeli exhibit 

- alone, as compensation for the earlier trouble. 

- The visitors' interest, it turned out, had been whetLed by news of 
the incident passing through the local grapevine. 

. - Perhaps, then, the entire incident could be viewed as a blessing in 
disguise: without it, the Israeli publishers might not have learned how 
vast a potential market for their books there is to be lapped in Egypt. 
But the matter cannot so lightly be dismissed. 

■ Israelis must not forget that peace with this country has not been 
an unmixed boon for Egypt. The fact is dramatically pointed up by 
tbe absence from the Cairo book fair of any Arab country. (Some 
Sudanese and Lebanese publishers who entered the lists originally, 

' withdrew when they got word of Israel's participation.) To more than 
r a few Egyptians, it is clear, Israel’s very presence at the fair — and 
right in the middle of an Islamic summit meeting in Taif — was seen 
as a provocation, and even an insult. 

But Egypt cannot now wriggle out of the peace commitment, any 
more than Israel can. merely because the price is somewhat steep. 
The peace was concluded between Israel and Egypt, not between 
Premier Begin and President Sadat. That there are more hands than J 
one at Egypt's helm, and that some seek to pull it away from the j 
course of peace, is Egypt’s problem, not Israel’s. 

-- To pronounce- the normalization dead, as some Israelis have 
already done, some with glee and some with sadness, is surely 
premature. President Sadat's leadership remains unchallenged, even 
if his fiat does not, contrary to some impression, extend to every 
nook and cranny of Egypt; and Mr. Sadat's retort to the Taif summit 
that the Arabs’ “holy duty" is to make peace not war, is to be seen as 
a genuine commitment and not merely as a public relations ploy.- 

The truth of this is not belied by the egression of difference on 
policy matters in public, let alone in diplomatic conversation. Vice- 
President Mubarak, who just the other day reaffirmed his support 
of Mr. Sadat’s peace initiative, is as much entitled to protest Israel’s 
current settlement drive in the West Bank as is President Reagan, 
who has himself just done so. 

Patience should be Israel's watchword in its dealings with Egypt, as 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir has proposed. His predecessor, 
MK Moshe Dayan, has rightly advised Israelis not to push the Egyp- 
tians too hard, nor too fast, on normalization. 

But there is a world of difference between Israelis displaying 
patience, and carrying sufferance as their badge in the Land of 
the Nile. 

Normalization with patience 

AMERICA’S new Secretary of State, Alexander Haig, offered a 
demonstration of Washington’s new “tough" style in its relations 
with Moscow last week by openly accusing the Soviet Union of 
promoting international terrorism. 

That the charge — buttressed by President Reagan's observation, 
the same day, that the Kremlin leaders reserved the right to “commit 
any crime, to lie, to cheat" — startled, and hurt, the select Soviet 
audiences at which it was directed, is obvious from the relatively sub- 
dued reaction. It sought less to rebut the American claim than to hurl 
it back at its authors. 

Although Mr. Haig himself did not spell out his references, some 
aides are reported to have said that he had Soviet training of the PLO 
very much on his mind when making the statement. This stands to 
reason, for the Soviets have over the years been the major source of 
the PLO's terrorist strength. The word Kalashnikov speaks volumes. 

Yet it would be unfair to place the blame all on the Soviets. Some 
of America's own closest Western allies have greatly assisted the 
PLO by allowing it free rein on their territories, so long as the 
terrorists did not too blatantly abuse the hospitality of the host coun- 
tries — and lately even despite such flagrant abuse. Some of 
America's dearest Arab allies, including such famous “moderates” as 
Saudi Arabia, have proved to be the PLO's indispensable support. 
That' some of them did so at least partly out of self-protection does 
not lessen their responsibility one whit. 

Moreover, the PLO itself has been a centra] link of guidance and 
supply in a chain of terrorism that girds the world, from Japan (the 
“Red Army”) to Italy (the “Rid Brigades"), and from Iran (the “stu- 
dent revolutionaries") to Ireland (the IRA). And it is the PLO that 
has served this function, .not some ■‘terrorist elements within the 
PLO," on which Mr. Haig himself, like his predecessors in office, 
.would shift the burden of the PLO's terrorist guilt. 


Egyptian views of the Jews 



THE LATEST expression of nor- 
malization Egyptian-style was 
provided by Dr. Mustapha Khalil, 
former premier, and current deputy 
chairman of President Sadat’s 
National Democratic Party. Dr. 
Khalil recently told a Tel Aviv 
University audience that the Jews 
are not a nation, only a people with 
a common religion, and that Egyp- 
tians do not regard Israel as a 
Jewish state, but as an Israeli state 
belonging to its inhabitants, Israeli- 
Jews and Arabs. 

This abuse of Jewish history 
should not have come as a shock to 
anyone who had heard Dr. Khalil 
speaking on the same theme to 
members of Egypt's ruling party, in 
which he gave the same lesson with 
the same distortions: namely, that 
the Jews are not a nation and that 
they can present no evidence of a 
common history or any other sign of 
nationhood. This was all wrapped 
up in a long speech, but the message 
could not have been lost on Egyp- 
tian or on Israeli ears. 

Dr. Khalil is not saying anything 
new for anyone even superficially 
familiar with the anti-Jewish 
publications of the Arab world. 
These publications attempt to es- 
tablish a moral justification for 
eliminating the State of Israel. 


It is a mistake to believe that by signing a peace treaty with Israel, 
Egypt has offered legitimacy to the Jewish national state, argues 
MOSHE SHARON. 


What I wish to stress is that Dr. 
Khalil is voicing the official Egyp- 
tian political line and does not 
speak out of ignorance. Egypt does 
not wish to change its adherence to 
the general Arab attitude toward 
Israel, which denies any connection 
between the Israel of today and the 
history of Jewish national in- 
dependence and glory. In this 
denial, the-Arabs, both in their pop- 
ular propaganda and in their univer- 
sities and research institutions, have 
always presented Israel as a country 
of foreign colonizers with no roots 
in the area, a country with no 
history and without a people. 
Emphasizing that the Jews are not a 
nation but only members of a par- . 
ticular religion reinforces the argu- 
ment that they are nothing but 
imperialist colonizers. Israel is thus 
presented as an artificial entity, 
created by - Poles and Germans, 
English and Americans, Italians and 
Russians, who invaded the heart of 
the Arab homeland. It is not dif- 
ficult to discern the meaning of this 
demonic distortion of the Jewish 
national movement: Israel has 


neither a moral nor a legal basis for 
its existence. 

B Y DECLA RING that the J tews are 
not a nation and that Israel is not a 
Jewish state. Dr. Khalil is express- 
ing, in a more sophisticated way, the 
Arab assertion that Palestine is the 
homeland not of the Jews but of the 
Palestinians. He is giving what 
seems to be a more generous in- 
terpretation of article 6 of the 
“Palestine National Covenant,” 
which says: The Jews who normally 
resided in Palestine before the 
beginning of the Zionist- invasion 
will be considered Palestinians. 

By granting Israel, in 1981, 33 
years of history, Dr. Khalil dwarfs it 
in comparison with a long Arab 
presence in Palestine and even to. 
the so-called Palestinian national 
movement. By presenting 
Jewishness merely as a religion, he 
seeks to erase some 4,000. years of 
Jewish history and common destiny, 
as well as recognition of the Jewish 
nation’s genius, which created the. 
millenia-old culture. 

Furthermore, by portraying the 


Palestinians as part, of the Arab na- 
tion, while denying nationhood to 
the Jews, the Arab-Israeli conflict 
can be presented to the public in the 
West in a very convincing manner; 
the Palestinians, who are a nation, 
are struggling to regain a homeland 
colonized by imperialist Zionists, 
who do not represent any nation. 

Another aspect of this is the 
Islamic view that a “no-nation” 
deserves no state. Islam regards the 
Jews, as well as the Christians, as 
dhimmis, subject to “superior” 
Islamic political authority. They can 
expect Islamic tolerence but no 
more: In no circumstances can they 
expect to have a* political status 
similar to that of Moslems. . Only 
Islam can take the political form of 
a state, but not Judaism o'r 
Christianity. It follows th^t Jews 
may live under Islamic rule but can- 
not have Jewish rule. 

ALL THIS leads to the inescapable 
conclusion that as long as there in 
no fundamental change in the Egyp- 
tian understanding of the State of 
Israel, the “peace” will remain a 


document providing for thc ua||T 
iiaterai . Israeli surrender of Singf 
and Tor further Israeli withdraws* ■ 
on other fronts. ' - . J 

- Both Arab and Islamic reasonings 
prevent the Egyptians from. ov«r . 
coming their “ignorance” of the - 
meaning of Jewishness. The minute ' 
they admit that the Jews are a na- 
tion they will have to accept that tht 
Jews have relumed to theit?

A. When the State of Israel was 
established, there were in the 
country some 650,000 Jews, and it 
.was not possible to put upon them 
alone the burden of aliya and of the

absorption of immigrants. Saving 
Jews is the responsibility of the 
whole Jewish people and not only of 
the citizens of Israel.

B. The ideological and Zionist 
reason is that the building of the 
country and its settlement through 
aliya is the task of the whole Jewish 
people.
